I found  Johnson  lying  near  the  ditch  and  helped  the  air- 
men get  him  inio  the  ambulance.  1 got  Into  the  ambulance 
with  Johnson  and  loosened  hi*  clothing  after  I had  got  some 
first  aid  equipment  from  the  Comox  Volunteer  Fire  Depart- 
ment.

I saw  Mr.  Johnson  lying  near  the  right  wing.  1 tugged 
at  him  and  put  my  arm  around  hia  neck.  He  said  "Thank*  " 

I got  him  on  his  feet  and  put  his*  arm  around  my  neck 
and  he  and  1 pushed  our  way  through  the  bush.  Ten  feet 
away  from  the  ditch  Mr.  Johnson  fainted. 

I hollered  to  an  air  force  guy  to  come  and  help  me  and 
he  told  me  to  let  Mr.  Johnson  lie  still.  I left  him  there  and 
went  out  lo  ihe  ditch  where  the  air  force  ambulance  had  Just 
arrived.

OFFICIAL  protests  by  the  provincial 
government  and  66  British  Columbia 
communities  against  the  application  made 
by  the  B.C.  Telephone  Company  for  interim 
and  final  Increases  amounting  to  nearly 
$3,000,000  per  annum  were  launched  this 
week  before  the  federal  transport  beard  by 
counsel  for  the  province  and  the  municipali- 
ties. Back  of  these  protests  is  a public 
Irritation  that  has  grown  with  every  fresh 
denial  of  service  and  with  every  new  request 
for  increased  rates,  until  now  many  people 
In  British  Columbia  are  watching  the  out- 
come of  the  present  argument  before  the 
transport  control  body.  Especially  objection- 
able has  been  the  request  for  Interim  in- 
creases before  the  full  argument  Is  heard, 
too  common  a practice  with  public  utilities 
of  late. 

In  the  last  few-  years  the  public  has  taken 


a goed  deal  lying  down.  It  has  foun^t8j[f 
at  the  paying  wicket  in  innumerable  in- 
stances where  more  was  being  asked  »>> 
official  consent;  more  from  the  WJ"' 
more  from  the  consumers,  more  fitmi  utih  y 
users,  more  from  everyone  under  a van  . 
of  excuses  which  at  times  have  seemed  very 
special  pleading.  In  the  telephone  case  he 
same  general  approach  is  being  made,  th 
company  has  granted  wage  increases,  nas 
higher  tax  bills  to  meet,  and  wishes  to  bor- 
row more  money.  Two  of  these 
grounds  were  within  its  own  control,  how- 
ever. and  taxes  are  the  result  of  repeated 
requests  for  more.

No  More  Election  Posters 


WHEN  the  next  federal  or  provincial 
general  election  rolls  around  it  looks 
as  if  the  people  of  Greater  Victoria  will  be 
spared  the  annoyance  of  being  peered  at  by 
photographic  reproductions  of  the  physiog- 
nomies of  the  candidates  plastered  on  poles 
and  tree  trunks.  The  municipal  council  of 
Saanich,  last  remaining  stamping  ground  of 
the  poster-pasters,  appears  ready  to  join 
Victoria.  Oak  Bay  and  Esquimau  in  banning 
their  activities,  having  given  first  reading 
this  week  to  a by-law  to  that  effect.  That 
will  afford  relief  from  a particularly  irri- 
tating practice. 

One  need  feel  no  regret  at  the  with- 
drawal of  this  opportunity  to  indulge  in 
exhibitionism.  Nor  need  any  sympathy  be 
wasted  on  frustrated  politiciaas  thus  denied 
the  pleasure  of  admiring  their  own  features 
in  monotonous  parade  beside  otherwise 
scenic  highways.  Candidates  and  their  over- 
zealous  committees  in  past  campaigns  have 
brought  these  bans  on.  themselves  by  the 


gav  abandon  with  which  they  proceeded  to 
spoil  the  look  of  a pleasant  countryside 
opposing  groups  seemingly  competing  with 
one  another  to  see  who  could  cover  the 
most  space.  Saanich  in  the  last  provincial 
election  broke  out  in  a particularly  unsightly 
rash,  which  may  be  what  has  decided  the 
council  that  this  thing  had  gone  too  far. 

It  is  curious  that  politicians  should  be  so 
vain  as  to  believe  that  posters  do  their 
chances  of  election  any  good.

Saanich  still  has  hundreds  left  over  from 
the  campaign  last  June,  and  they  neither 
do  credit  to  the  candidates'  looks  nor  reflect 
the  sense  of  responsibility  any  good  citiz.en 
should  feel  to  tidy  up  an  unsightly  mess  of 
his  own  creation.  While  they  are  about  it 
the  Saanich  councillors  should  hold  each i of

at  ill  fascinated  by  some  vague  Com- 
munist ideal.  That  Communism  a* 
a way  of  life  can  be  Judged  only  by 
the  behaviour  of  it*  practitioners,  and 
In  no  other  fashion,  seem*  to  pa« 
them  by.  Even  in  the  face  of  evidence 
to  the  contrary  they  seem  to  envision 
Communism  as  a new  splendor  come 
to  bless  the  human  spirit,  when  in 
sad  truth  It  Is  a -blight  that  casta  a 
baleful  spell. 

* Even  ihe  active  devout  Communist 
Is  susceptible  io  this  self-hypnosis,  no 
matter  that,  like  the  scientist  Fuchs, 
he  might  be  consciously  aware  of  It. 
When  at  Hartwell  Fuchs  became  part 
of  a fine  scientific  team,  men  of  char- 
arter  and  natural  happiness  of  mind, 
the  effect,  says  Alan  Moorrhead  In 
his  book  Th^e  Traitors."  was  pro- 
found. 

"I  nave  come  to  aee  in  many  of 
them."  said  Fuchs,  "a  deep-rooted 
firmness  which  ennhlea  them  to  lead 
a decent  way  of  life.  I do  not  know 
where  this  spring*  from,  and  I don't 
think  they  do,  but  it  l*  there" 

* * * 

This  discovery  did  not  persuade 
him  of  the  evil  of  his  own  way  of 
life.  He  could  say,  as  he  did,  that 
*'I  had  to  face  the  fact  that  It  had 
been  possible  for  me  In  one  half  of 
my  mind  to  be  friend*  with  people, 
(o  be  close  friends,  and  at  the  .same 
lime  to  deceive  them  and  to  endanger 
them."  Yet  although  by  this  time 
he  had  become  disillusioned  by  Russia 
hr  still  clung  to  his  Communist  ideals. 

Fuchs " became  a Communist  when 
he  was  21.  out  of  hate  for  the  Nazi* 
from  whom  he  fled  to  England  for 
safety  and  auocor.  These  he  found  In 
romfortahle  measure,  while  concealing 
hi*  C -nmunlet  kinship  so  welT'that 
not  even  his  closest  associates  had  any 
suspicion.  War  came  and  his  scientific 
hem  wa*  employed  on  secret  work  of 
the  highest  importance  His  return 
for  this  trust  was  to  betray  the  country 
that  gave  him  shelter. 

Nothing  mattered  to  Fuchs  but  hi* 
own  dictates.  Writes  Moorehead  "He 
was  basically  a man  who  would  always 
refer  to  hla  own  conscience?  first  and 
xoclrty  afterwards."  No  one.  appar 
*ntly.  can  rationalize  hi*  conscience 
like  a Communist,  and  the  result  in 
Fuch'a  case  was  for  him  to  turn  traitor 
in  the  full  knowledge  of  what  he  was 
doing.  The  enormity  of  his  offer** 
did  not  seem  to  penetrate  a mind  other 
wise  analytical  to  the  point  of  brtl 
liance.  nor  touch  a heart  unmoved  by 
base  betrayal.  That  Is  what  Com- 
munism can  do  to  the  dignity  of  man 
kind. 


IT  Is  a small  stretch  of  land,  the  Saar 
Basin:  only  900  square  miles  - 
though  it  support*  a population  of 
nearly  1.000.000  souls— and  there  is 

only  one  place.  Saarbrucken.  the  capi- 
tal. which  l*  large  enough  to  be  called 
a city. 

Yet  It  contains  enough  political  dvna- 
mlte-to  blow  the  whole  postwar  West 
European  settlement  sky  high.  In  par- 
ticular. It  is  menacing  the  new  friend- 
ship between  France  and  Germany,  so 
patiently  negotiated  over  the  last 
three  years  between  Konrad  Adenauer 
and  Robert  Schuman. 

For  the  Saar  has  two  priceless  assets 
denied  to  countries  mfeny  times  Its 
st/.e  -coal  and  steel. 

It  lies  on  the  borders  of  France  and 
Germany,  and  for  many  yeura  it  ha* 
been  in  dispute  between  them,  for  the 
Saar  is  the  fulcrum  In  the  economic 
balance  between  the  two  countne*.  If 
It  goes  to  France,  she  can  Just  about 
keep  up  with  the  enormous  output  of 
the  Ruhr  mine*  and  furnaces;  but  add 
the  Ruhr  and  the  Saar  together,  and 
Germany  has  a tremendous  advantage. 

Economically,  then,  it  would  yem 
only  Just  that  the  Saar  should  go  io 
France,  but  the  feelings  of  thq  local 
population  must  be  considered  in  a 
matter  of  this  kind,  and  they  are  nearly 
all  German  by  birth,  outlook  and 
speech.

There  l*  the  Saar  dilemma  in  a 
nutshell.  Economically,  she  belongs  to 
France;  by  sentiment,  she  should  go  to 
Germany,  and  the  ties  of  sentiment 
are  Just  *«  strong  as  those  of  econ- 
omics. If  not  stronger. 

After  the  First  World  War  the  Saar 
went  to  France  for  15  years,  with  the 
proviso  that  at  the  end  of  that  time 
a plebiscite  should  be  held  so  that 
the  people  themselves  should  decide 
their  future.  When  the  time  came.  In 
1935.  9b  per  cent  of  the  population 
voted  in  return  to  Germany  Hitler 
and  all. 

After  the  Second  World  War  the 
Saar  became  an  autonomous  state 
within  the  French  zone  of  Germany, 
but  in  order  to  knit  her  a*  rlosely  a* 
possible  to  France  the  Saar  coal  mines 


Now  you  may  well  say: 
been  going  on  for  five  year*.  Why 
start  worrying  rjow’’"  The  answer  is 
simple;  the  last  Saar  Diet  was  elected 
In  October.  1947,  and  under  the  Saar 
constitution  elections  must  be  held 
every  five  year*.  So.  new  elections  are 
now  due  to  be  held.  On  a technical 
point,  the  last  date  at  which  they  can 
constitutionally  be  held  1%  December  *. 

Since  the  last  election*,  startling 
change*  have  occurred  In  Western 
Germany.  The  federal  republic  ha* 
been  set  tip-  and  I*  an  outstanding 
success  The  Saar  mineworker  object* 
io  having  to  use  the  tottering  French 
currency,  when  he  could  be  using 
stable  deutschmark*.  and.  in  addition, 
he  mlsse*  the  other  benefits  which  the 
German  worker  enjoy*.  In  particular 
the  MJttbestlmmungarecht,  the  famous 
Orman  ro- partnership  scheme. 

Throughout  the  Saar  there  l*  a 
widespread  revulsion  againxt  ihe 
status  quo.  but  if  Hoffman  continues 
to  refuse  to  register  German  parties 
• nd.  at  the  same  time  insists  on  hold 
ing  the  election*  now  there  Is  no 
way  In  which  «he*e  feelings  can  be 
expressed.

Dr.  Adenauer  and  the  West  German 
government  are  doing  all  they  can  io 


get  the  election*  postponed  until  a 
Meltlement  ha*  been  readied,  for  they 
fear  serious  trouble  both  in  the  Saar 
and  Germany  if  they  are  held  under 
the  pre*ent  conditions. 

He  has  promised  tliat  "if  the  Saar 
votes  to  return  to  Ormany,  be  wilt 
honor  the  lease  of  the  nal  mines  so 
that  they  will  continue  to  be  French 
until  at  least  1997  lie  has  offered  to 
put  the  whole  territory  under  the 
Schuman  Plan,  or,  alternatively,  to 
make  it  a ‘‘Europeanized'*  state  admin- 
istered from  Strasbourg. 

All  these  offers  the  French  backed 
up  by  their  public  opinion—  hay  re- 
fused. and  Premier  Hoffman  Is  plan- 
ning' to  hold  Ihe  elections  November  30 

The  French  are  really  being  extraord- 
inarily stupid  about  the  whole  ques- 
tion. This  I*  strange,  for  they  have 
shown  *o  much  vision  In  other  matter* 
since  the  war. 

The  whole  delicate  structure  of 
Western  European  cooperation  rest* 
npror  the  new  found  friendship  of 
France  and  Germany.  If  that  goes, 
ft  would  be  a major  victory  for  the 
Kremlin,  and  to  press  on  with  the 
Saar  elections  would  be  the  surest 
way  of  destroying  it.

PEOPLE  like  to  think  of  the  "Cana- 
dian way  of  life"  a*  being  some 
thing  pretty  special.  And  for  many 
people  SO  it  is.  But  there  1*  evidence 
that  in  it*  broad  aspect  somethin* 
essential  la  lacking  in  It.  In  a Kitchener 
Remembrance  Day  address.  Colonel 
’ll.  V.  Mathew*,  of  Toronto,  declared 
that  more  than  50  per  cent  of  youths 
trying  to  enlist  in  Canadian  armed 
services  are  physically  unfit 

Of  -those  accepted,  he  said  many 
break  down  under  training  and  have 
to  be  discharged.  He  deplored  a lack 
of  cleanliness  among  troop*,  apathy 
toward  sport,  absenteeism,  illiteracy, 
and  lark  of  ability  of  the  men  to  look 
after  themselves. 

In  a co  up  try  of  great  open  «pa<e*. 
presenting  unparalleled  opportunity  for 
outdoor  recreation,  sport*  and  hobble* 
— country  in  which  many  phase*  of 
athletic  sport  flourish  at  the  school, 
university,  amateur  and  professional 
level* — this  come*  as  a shocking  knowl- 
edge If  there  l*  anything  to  the 
theory  that  it  take*  a aound  body  to 
house  a aound  mind  land  every  Indies- 
tlon  substantiates  that  theory),  herein 
lie*  serious  food  for  thought  by  Cana- 
dians at  large 

Warning*  of  a tendency  In  this  direr 
non  have  not  been  wanting  In  1948 
Lt.  Col.  George  C Machum,  E D..  then 
president  of  the  Amateur  Athletic 
l'nion  of  Canada,  said  Canadian  ymlth 
was  becoming  increasingly  lazy  and 


apathetic  In  taking  part  in  active 
athletic*.  He  said  at  that  time  that 
40  per  cent  of  all  those  applying  for 
enllsment  In  the  Second  World  W ar 
were  turned  down  for  physical  disa- 
bilities. 

These  defect*,  be  said,  could  be 
traced,  in  large  measure,  to  lack  of 
participation  In  athletics.  HU  opinion 
was  that  too  much  attenUon  was  being 
paid  to  bom  athlete*  and  not  nearly 
enough  to  other*  who  are  never  given 
a rhance  to  prove  themselves 

Colonel  Machum  apoke  along  the 
aarne  line*  in  March  of  thl*  year  when 
he  said:  "It  matters  not  a bit  If  we 
become  the  greatest  nation  In  the  world 
from  the  atandpoint  of  material  po* 
sessions  and  power.  If  we  can't  back  it 
up  with  a na'lional  stamina  which 
stem*  from  physical,  mental  and  moral 
strength.  With  them  we  can  achieve 
anything— without  them  life  can  be 
completely  hollow  and  a total  low." 

More  la  Involved  here  than  mere 
unfitness  for  military  service  Defi- 
ciencies that  are  being  revealed  are 
bound  to  play  a part,  and  an  unpleasant 
one.  In  every  phase  of  society  and  in 
every  walk  of  life.  Colonel  Machum'* 
suggestion  that  more  Canadian*  should 
accept  the  responsibility  of  giving 
proper  leadership  to  program*  leading 
to  physical  fltnea*  and  mental  alert 
nets  deserve*  attention  more  urgently 
than  ever.  *
